sphere, the stratosphere, the ozonosphere an e ionosphere. The tropo- 
sphere: the layer closest to’ earth's surface, is the stratum of changing tem- 
peratures and pressures and of wind-driven clouds, As long ago as 1899, 
it was discovered, by temperature tests, that this layer terminated relatively 
abruptly ab a height of between six and sevén miles. Beyond this height, 
the temperature was found to be relatively constant up to about 23 miles. 
This layer of calm, cloudless air of uniform temperature is the stratosphere 
of comparatively recent conquest by balloon ascension. 

As this is written, a prairie dust storm occludes the sun, and, as.a re- 
sult, there is a marked fall in temperature. It is palpalby cooler. It hap- 
pens that calculations concerning dust shot into the stratosphere by volcanoes 
prove similar cooling effects. If one seven-huhdredth of a cubic mile of fine 
dust were blown into the stratosphere it could form a screen which would 
reduce the intensity of the sun’s rays by 20 per cent. The screen would 
remain suspended in that still windless zone for years, and it has been sug- 
gested that the ice ages have been caused by such volcanic dust-screens. 

Recgnt research has shown that, above 23 miles and extending up to 
38 miles, is another layer rich in ozone and, for that reason, called the 
ozdnosphere. The significance of this layer so far as human history: is con- 


scientific knowledge of 


(rola lies in the fact that, because it is absorptive of ultra-violet rays 


from the sun, the earth is adapted to human habitation. Without. this 
screen, it is said, organic: life on earth would be wiped out by sun-stroke. 
The ozonosphere, ynlike the stratosphere, is not cold but hot. Above 
it and gry miles, lies another layer, the ionosphere, so-called 
because the gasses the air in that region are in an electrically excited 
or ionized state. The secrets of this stratum are yielding to radio research 
although its existence had been deduced, long before the advent of the radio, 
to explain some of the earth's magnetic phenomena. The ionized particles 
have the proparty of reflecting radio waves back to earth and it has been 
revealed there Are two main layers in the ionosphere, at 64 and 112 miles 


respectively, which reflect these waves. Each of these is split into two dur- |, 


ing the daytime making a total of four layers. These four layers probably 
mark the norente, hat A 2 particular constituents of the atmosphere be- 


Recent pom has fi further demonstrated that the electrification in the 
layers is more intense in summer than in winter, the condition befhg norm- 
alley due to ultra-violet rays from the sun. Thunderstorms also play their 
part, it having been calculated that the electrical energy continually re- 
leased in thunderstorms is more than sufficient to produce all the observed 
ionization in the ionosphere. 

. That scientific minds applied to investigation of the seemingly inaccess- 
ible have produced so much positive achievement is in striking contrast 
with the meagre fruits of the efforts of politicians, statesmen, economists 
and “brain trusts” to solve the problems of man’s social and economic rela- 
tionships, It suggests the thought that, were scientif\cally trained minds 
set freely and independently to work, by universal agreement, upon the 
problems which seem destined to perpetuate embattled borders between 
es of kindred cultures and similar aspirations, their solution quickly 
be forthcoming.

This 
work has never been completed, Last 
year the admiralty started the Chal- 
lenger upon the work because it has 
become necessary to provide safe 
channels for navigation along this 
dangerous coast owing to the de- 
velopment of Labrador.

Hundred And Sixty-Five Mil- 
lion Annually 

Public expenditure on ¢ducation in 
Canada amounts to $63.63 a year for 
every student attending school. A 
recent report issued by the Canadian 
government, shows that education in- 
volves a public expenditure of about 
$165,000,000 yearly. 

Education in Canada is under the 
control of the provinces, except for 
the task of instructing the Indians 
who are wards of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. The provincial governments 
have made ample provision for prim- 
ary, secondary, and higher education. 
In each province there is a complete 
system of public and high schools, 
aided by the government with liberal 
grants, while in each province there 

algo one. or. more 

Bc in addition to. ap Men 
arts and science, there are faculties 
of medicine, law, and dentistry. Tech- 
nical schools and agricultural col- 
leges, where those who desire to 
specialize along these lines may have 
an opportunity to fit themselves for 
their life work, are found in every 
province. 

In 1932 there were 32,901 educa- 
tional institutions in Canada employ- 
ing 86,216 teachers and attended by 
2,593,116 pupils, almost 25 per cent, 
of the whole population.

\SOME CHANGES 
MADE IN GOLD 
TAX APPLICATION 


Ottawa.—The government brought 
relief to non-dividend paying gold 


mines, ,placer miners and producers | —— 


of low grade ore, by announcing that 
the proposed tax on gold would not 
apply to them. The question of con- 
stitutionality of the tax, if any exist- 
ed, was dealt with by changing the 
procedure to place a 25 per cent. tax 
on ‘the premium paid instead of 10 
per cent. tax on production. 

As a further guarantee against 
anything in the nature of double tax- 
ation the goldemine companies will 
be permitted to credit their corpora- 
tion income tax against the gold tax. 

The tax, which will run from April 
1 of this year to May 31, 1935, will 
not apply to any company not now 
paying dividends, nor to any com- 
pany which did not pay dividends 
prior to January 1, 1933. 

In no case will the, tax epuiite 
when the premium is such that the 
price to the producer ig less than $30 
an ounce. This was the same pro- 
vision placed in the original proposal. 

Announcement of the change was 
made by Prime Minister R, B. Ben- 
nett. He referred to the protests 
that had been rafsed against the tax, 
particularly in Ontario, and to the 
charges that the tax was unconstitu- 
tional. 

There wag ho question in his mind 
as to the power of the government 
to impose the tax, Mr. Bennett said, 
and he referred to section 91 of thé 
British North America Act. He de- 
scribed also the long discussions be- 
tween the government and _ repre- 
sentatives of the mines. 

He believed the plan now proposed 
would meet with general approval of 
those most concerned. The confer- 
ring mining interests had accepted it 
as a fair way of dealing with the 
situation. 

It is anticipated the tax well 
bring in a revenue of about $9,000,- 
| 000, which will more than offset the 
loss in revenue from reduction of the 
tax on sugar for which the original 
| imposition on gold was designed. 

The only official protests against 
the tax froma provincial govern- 
ment, came from Ontario, the prime 
minister said.

_. In an article entitled “Japanése Competition: the 
\.cy Out,” which is sharp and straight to the point, the 
Chamber of’ Commerce Journal for April tears into 
Britains dealings with Japan, and reminds it that: .. 

No country is giving its own citizens sufficient pur-

_ The Journal reaffirms the yiew expressed by the 
‘ London Chamber in June, 1932. 

“That there is no way out of the crisis under the

_ It is evident that all that human beings need are 
food, clothes, houses, motor cars, ships, etc., and that 
real wealth consists in the ability to produce and enjoy 
these things; that these things are or could be available 
in vast abundance, but that instead of men being able to 
enjoy then in increasing measure, the contrary is, in fact, 
the case. ~. ‘ , agp! 

The reason for this is that a decreasing number of 
people are being given the tokens (money) with which to 
claim this abundance, although money as money is 
worth nothing and has, for the last twenty years, been 
created by the banks in this country by the simple pro- 
cess of writing figures in books and lending the result 
at interest. wot 

- The fact that no country is giving its own citizens 
sufficient purchasing power iatérnally to consume their 
own production means that each country is despexately 
anxious to export and not import. 

If every country gave its own citizens enough. pur- 
chasing power tp consume the whole of their own pro- 
duction, then no country would have any objection to 
exporting 10, 20 or 30 percent of that production anil 
receiving back, in exchange, the production of other 
countries, | 

They would have enough purchasing power to con- 
sume both the retained portion of their own production 
and the imports which they received ipjs-exchange for 
their exports. | 

Under the system advocated by the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce there would be no point in Japan 
dropping her general price level, depreciating her ex- 
changes and using subsidies, because all she would 
achieve would be to make presents of her goods to the 
world. 

She would not even get the other natidéns into debt to 
her: she would merely have acquired claims on foreign 
goods which she ond not exercise. 

The Japanese importer could not afford to buy the 
more expensive goods of foreign countries, take them 
into Japan and sell them at a prefit. The credits, 
therefore, created by the Japanese exports would _re- 
main unused and useless. 

How long would the Japanese be prepared to work 
ten and twelve hours a day—men, women and children— 
in orderto make presents of their products to the rest 
of the world? 

Only by a sane monetary system, nationally and 
internationally, will it be possible to solve this and the 
other problems which are now exercising the minds of 
all thinking men, and to eliminate such scandals as the 
destruction of food whilst people starve—scandals which 
have shocked the conscience of mankind.

the milk cows yoked in teams and 
drawing home their own hay. Or on 
occasion the cow may be unequally 
yoked with a donkey and, rarely, the 
cow shares the yoke with a human 
being, the peasant’s husky son or 
perhaps his wife, holding up «n end 
while the hitch is contrived to make 
the docile cow' do the pulling.—De- 
troit News.

Amend ‘Food And Drugs Act 


Restrict Sales Of Proprietary Medi- 
cines To Be Used For Common 
Ailments 

Sales of medicines advertised to 
cure cancer, tuberculosis, diabetia 
and such diseases will be prohibited 
under an amendment to the Food 
and Drugs Act to be introduced in 
the House of Commons, The amend- 
ment will restrict the sale of medi- 
cines under the act.to common ail, 
ments. 

The use of acetic acid as-a substi- 
tute for vinegar or the sale of sub- 
stitute vinegar will not be allowed 
under a further amendment to the 
act. 

The Proprietary or’ Patent Medi- 
cines Act also will be amended. The 
amendment will make it compulsory 
to place a cautionary Jabel on all 
patent medicines ‘containing potent 


drugs.

Of Vancouver Party 

Seeking the storied treasures of 
the ancient Incas in the unexplored 
reaches of the Amazon river, twelve 
adventurers under Captain A. E. 
Wehner, noted world traveler, will 
soon sail in a small boat from Van- 
couver. In making this announce- 
ment, Captain Wehner stated that 
the vessel had been purchased and is 
being outfitted there.
